their business signs, I think 
Ithat I shall never see a sign 
as lovely as a tree and said 
so repeatedly, but got no¬ 
where. It is interesting to 
note that Los Angeles Beau¬ 
tiful now is sponsoring the 
very same idteas I learned 
in Paris.

The installations at the 
Wightman service include

existing flood control funds. 

It is the opinion of the 
City Fathers that this 
method would place a defi- 
nile hardsliip on the fi¬ 
nances of the city and the 
various fundis and reduce 
their outstanding balances 
some $76,000 for the operat¬ 
ing year of ’62-’63. 

The other proposition un¬ 
der consideration by the City 
Council is the formation of 
Assessment Di.stricts. One, 
two or three di.stricts where 
the costs of the flood control 
would bo assessed directly 
again.st the property affect¬ 
ed, with any balance in the 
cost not legally being thus 
a.ssesscd would be taken out 
of other funds or by a Gen¬ 
eral Tax levy of say 5, 10 
or 15 cents per $100 valua¬ 
tion. 

A general fax levy of 20 
cents would speed up the 
project and work could .start 
at any time after the Coun¬ 
cil gives the order to the 
City Administrator and 
places the tax levy with the 
County Assessor to be col¬ 
lected. 

Special A.ssessment Dis¬ 
tricts could prolong the sit¬ 
uation some six weeks, and 
should the property owners 
object and turn down this 
method, the time would he 
too late to place a general 
tax levy and' the entire af¬ 
fected area would, so to 
speak be left “holding the 
bag.” Should this method be 
then the next step might be 
a Special Election for ap¬ 
proval of a bond issue to 
take care of the costs. 

A flood control report was 
given to the property own¬ 
ers so affected by City Ad¬ 
ministrator Bevington, and 
an opinion of the Council 
was that a meeting between 
the property owners of the 
area and the City Adminis¬ 
trator should be held with 
an attempt to effect an 
agreemnt whereby the City 
Council could proceed, with 
accumulation of the costs, 
by their meeting of August 
14. 

The City Administrator 
was authorized by the Coun¬ 
cil to meet with the Con¬ 
sulting Engineer, define the 
boundries of Assessment 
Districts, ascertain the costs, 
and the method of charges 
and amounts against the 
property owners so affected.

state Controller A1 Crans¬ 
ton today reported that ap¬ 
portionments from the 
Highway Users Tax Fund 
during the 1961-62 fiscal 
year totalled $443,051,812— 
an increase of $8,761,311 
from the previous year. 

The total allocated' to L.A. 
County in the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, was 
$28% million. 

The state ga.soline tax of 


6 cents a gallon is the prin¬ 
cipal source of revenue for 
the Highway Users Tax 
Fund. It is divided as fol¬ 
lows: Four cents to the State 
Highway Fund for highways 
1% cents to the counties and 
% of a cent to the cities. 

Under state law the mon¬ 
ey must be spent for con¬ 
struction, improvement and 
maintenance of highways, 
roads and streets.

Lower Your Own Taxes! 


The extension of Central 
Avenue to the west is one 
step nearer than ever before, 
according to J. N. Hawks, 
chairman of the road com¬ 
mittee of the chamber of 
commerce, since the passing 
of the bill by the state legis¬ 
lature which allows cities 
and counties to join in an 
assessment district for the 
improving of roads. This 
will permit Los Angeles 
County, the city of Pasadena 
and the City of Sierra Madre 
to join in an assessment dis¬ 
trict for the purpose of ex¬ 
tending the road across the 
Hasting’s Ranch, instead of 
making the assessment dis¬ 
trict in the county alone. 


Who is the greatest supporter of the financial welfare 
of your city? Is it You? Is it the Merchants of your City? 
Is it the Chamber of Commerce, or the Merchants Division 
of the Chamber of Commerce? If you have given any of 
the above answers you are absolutely correct. You as Mr. 
and Mrs. Taxpayer are the greatest contributor, however 
we wonder if you are not selling yourselves “short” when 
you Ignore the combination that you and your merchant 
can play when it comes to the reduction of taxes. 

Your Merchant, a member of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Merchants Division, tax-wise, most generally 
takes the blunt of the tax bill in two ways. He pays his 
share as a merchant on your main street, and again he 
receives a share as a property owner and resident of your 
city. lie is the man who stands at the head of the list 
when it comes to supporting your favorite charity. He is 
the man who bends over backwards to help you in your 
favorite club, organization or civic improvement project. 
He is the man who spends hours and hours trying to 
Swimming improve his investment so that you will have a much 
bettor place in which to shop, finding the merchandise that 
you desire with the least amount of effort. He is the man 
you can return an unwanted, unused article too and re¬ 
ceive credit, without any argument. He is the man who 
stands behind the product that he sells. If it does not 
stand up to the guarantee, he is the one that .sees to it 
that the manufacturer makes it right with his customer. 
Now don’t you think it is time that we gave him a fair 
shake, and at the same time help yourselves. 

Remember, your City levies the amount of taxes that 
it finds necessary. Then take into consideration the amounts 
of various funds that they expect to receive during the 
year, such as gasoline tax, sales tax, licenses, and so forth, 
should these funds not supply the amount of money needed 
they then levy against the personal property in the City, 
the balance of what they need for the coming year. This 
is also true of your County and School system. The lower 
these outside funds are the more that is levied against your 
personal property. tl 

Let us take “Sales Tax” for instance. During the second 
quarter of 1961, Sierra Madre showed that we had 168 
retail outlets which had a taxable business for that quar¬ 
ter of $1,217,000. This brought into the City Treasurer a 
total of approximately $12,170.00 before collection fees 
taken out. A similar community in another county showed 
that they had only 135 firms and a population of but 5,000 
and their taxable sales for the same period brought into 
their City Treasury $24,080. Still another city in L. A. 
County with a population of 7,000 and retail taxable out¬ 
lets numbering 141, brought a total to their City Treasury 
of $22,880. 

Here in Sierra Madre, we are similar to one great 
big department store, all under one roof, our merchants 
are firm in their belief that anything that can be pur¬ 
chased in the area can be purchased here, if not, it can 
be obtained for you in a matter of a short time. With 
this thought in mind should we not guard ourselves to 
making spend every penny in our city, that the City Treasury will 
get a bigger reward on the payoff date, and thus helping 
to eliminate a portion of the personal property tax. 

If renters think that they can beat this taxation, they 
are completely wrong. Any landlord that receives his tax 
bill for the year and finds an increase — — — up goes

Proposition No. 3, a $270,(X)0,(X)0 bond issue for state 
but college, university and other state construction purposes,

the election, but with minor modification, at the insistance of 
Governor “Spend-It-All” Brown, the measure will be before 
the electorate again in November as Proposition No. 1-A, 
a neat bit of chicanery in itself. 

Governor Brown says the public, in effect, didn’t know 
what it was doing when the deluge of “no” votes on Propo- 
J sition No. 3 was cast. The fact of the matter, of course, 
is that the Governor is complaining that the title of Propo¬ 
sition No. 3 didn’t make it clear that some of the money 
was for the university and state colleges. Overlooked is 
the fact that Proposition No. 3 was an Administration pro¬ 
posal and, as such, was titled by the Administration forces. 

Who was stupid-the public or the Administration? 

It could be, of course, that the public just didn’t like 

to continue adding to the state’s mushrooming debt-- 

over 50 percent of which has been created by Governor 
Brown. San Francisco’s Mayor George Christopher, the 
Republican nominee for Lt. Governor, probably has come 
close to understanding the public mood in his proposal that 
a legal ceiling be placed on the state’s bonded indebted¬ 
ness in order “to preserve the fiscal integrity of Cali¬ 
fornia” and to "stop claims of a balanced budget by those 
who are really passing along to our children the capital 
cost of current government operations.”

Costs 

The so-called “Maverick 
Cities” of Ahambra, Azusa, 
Monterey Park, and Sierra 
Madre are distinguished by 
the fact that they all have 
city-owned and operated 
water systems. 

For this reason, these cit¬ 
ies and tke SGVMWD, 
which represents them, are 
especially conscious of the 
fact that property taxes, as 
well as direct costs for wa¬ 
ter actually delivered will 
be required to pay for the 
total cost of obtaining sup¬ 
plemental water. 

This applies whether the 
water is obtained through 
MET or directly from the 
Feather River project. 

On the other hand, a great 
majority of the area repre¬ 
sented by the Upper SGV¬ 
MWD is served by private 
water companies, (the City 
of Arcadia is the only signif¬ 
icant exception). 

The private water com¬ 
panies are prlmaritly con¬ 
cerned with the direct 
charges made for water act¬ 
ually dilivered, rather than 
the total cost of the sup¬ 
plemental water including 
property taxes. 

Thus a majority of the lo¬ 
cal water agencies repre¬ 
sented by the Upper SGV¬ 
MWD have a different basis 
for comparing the costs of 
supplemental water from 
different sources than the 
local water agencies repre¬ 
sented by the SGVMWD. 

The SGVMWD and the 
“Maverick Cities” that i t 
represents believe that the 
choice of a source for sup¬ 
plemental water should be 
based upon the total cost of 
the water, including proper¬ 
ty taxes connected with the 
water as well as the direct 
payments for water actually 
delivered.
